Baffles 
Officials 


A foul odor in the center of town 
continues to baffle town officials, 

The odor has been present for 
the past few weeks - 


Town Manager Richard J, Bowen 
said Wednesday that public works 
employees. have done everything 
possible to relieve the condition 
with still no satisfactory results, 

Sewer lines have been flushed, 
disinfectants put in the Rogers 
Brook bed, all areas checked, and 
still the problem continues, 

Bowen said that possibly a few 
good rainy days could provide some 
relief, but as of the moment, ‘‘as 
much as we have tried, nothing 
seems to solve the problem,”’ 

He feels that the rain would 
wash a crop of vegetation in the 
area which can not be physically 
located, yet may be the source of 
the problem, 

The manager said it definitely 
is not due to the Rogers Brook 
bed being dry due to the construc= 
tion this summer which placed the 
entire brook up to Whittier St, in 
an underground pipe, 

He said the brook bed was dry 
last summer during a lengthy 
drought and there was no problem 
then, 

Some have contributed the cause 
to dead animals, but this matter 
has been checked out by not only 
town employees, but by Board of 
Health officials as well, 

There has also been a check on 
the possibility of raw sewage 
entering either the Brook or in 
some particular area, and this 
has proven negative, 

Whatever the problem, it 
remains and is becoming a matter

Compromise On Coach Position 


The school committee lost some 
yardage Tuesday night on the policy 
line it has been holding ~ that 
teachers who become department 
heads should not coach, 

On the offense was West Junior 
High social studies department 
head Gerald Silverman, whose 
additional appointment as_ ninth 
grade football coach was recently 
disapproved by the committee in 
line with the policy adopted last 
winter, 

Silverman presented as a 
grievance under the collective bar= 
gaining contract that the committee 
had discriminated against him, 
since some other department heads 
coach, or are extra-curricularly 
involved, 

The school committee did not 
remove from coaching, teachers 
who already had been functioning 
both as department heads and 
coaches, but asked that these de- 
partment heads scale down their 
coaching activities toward one 
season only, 

Athletic Director Donald D, Dunn 
told the TOWNSMAN that these 
men had already complied, In 
addition, the school] committee had 
given Silverman temporary ap~ 
proval as a coach last spring, ‘‘for 
one season only,’® since his 
appointment as department head 
and the school department policy, 
both occurring last winter, did not 
give Athletic Director Dunn time 
to replace him, 

Committeeman William A, 
Doherty supported Silverman’s 
claims to coach, and Fred Fitz- 
gerald urged waiving the regular 
technicalities of contract 
grievances procedures to consider 
the matter at once, 

Silverman did not return the 
compliment by waiving the tech- 
nicality that supported his 
grievance - that since his depart= 
ment head appointment last 
November occurred before the De= 
cember policy decision prohibiting 
new department heads from coach=

A total of 350 hours is the

Mrs, Cole took this figure, plus 
the. figure of 10 hours a day which 
the union says Andover teachers 
are spending for teaching plus 
preparation, She came up witha14 
1/2 hour day for Silverman, with= 
out any time for departmental 
duties, Asked Mrs, Cole, ‘‘How 
can the committee expect a manto 
spend 14 1/2 hours a day onteach= 
ing and coaching and then expect 


he will put in more time on his 
responsiblities as department 
head?** 


Katz pointed out that it is not 
Silverman’s particular capa- 
bilities that are in question, but 
rather the policy decision of 
whether a man can really fulfill 
his primary responsiblity of head 
ing up an academic department 
while coaching too; he declared 
himself unconvinced by  Sil- 
verman’s presentation, Fitzgerald

‘*Although as a taxpayer I re= 
gret it, we should be building 
schools at least 50 percent 
faster than we are,*’ school 
committeeman Fred Fitzgerald 
declared at last week’s meeting, 


At least four years lead time 
is presently needed to produce a 
school, Fitzgerald pointed out, 
and at the present rate of build- 
ing Andover is moving no closer 
to the school committee goal of a 
pupil-teacher ratio of 23-1 in 
elementary schools and 17-1 at 
the secondary level.

Cocoa, Florida - The handiwork 
of many greater Lawrencians - 
including several Andoverites - 
is presently speeding around the 
Earth in an egg-shaped orbit 
ranging from 140 to 183 miles in 
altitude while completing one orbit 
every 89 minutes, 

Apollo 7, carrying three Amer= 
ican astronauts, has been hailed 
as almost flawless, The heat shield 


produced by Avco Space Systems » 


Dvision, Lowell, has yet to be 
tested, That will come upon reentry 
four days from today, There is no 
reason for concern, however, since 
the heat shield has previously 
qualified itself for a manned flight, 

From the very beginning, Apollo 
7 had the look of a winner, At a 
pre-launch press briefing on 
Thursday, Oct, 10, officials of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration left no doubt in 
anyone’s mind that all systems 
were go, 

The countdown began on 
schedule, and proceeded so, save 
for a three minute hold at T minus 
six minutes, Exactly at11:03a,m,, 
Eastern daylight time, the Saturn 
1-B rocket roared from the

launching pad at Complex 34, 

It was a thrilling moment for 
the many V,I,P.’s and reporters 
who have been assigned to Project 
Apollo from its inception, 

The press site was unusually 
quiet as the coutdown reached its 
final seconds, Some later openly 
admitted fright, others simple awe 
at the spectacle before them, For 
most it was a combination mixed 
with anxiety for the safety of the

just after the count resumed at
